16 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

24 (b) (1) The CWBT license permits the on-premises consumption of cordials,
25 wine, beer, and liquor for tasting or sampling purposes only.

10 additional requirementsto implement this subsection.
